PUBLIC SERVICE COMMISSION OF SOUTH CAROLINA
CHAPTER 103

Statutory Authority: 1976 Code Section 58-3-140

103-811. Commissioners.

Synopsis: At present, there are seven Congressional Districts in South Carolina. Regulation
103-811 currently references seven commissioners, one from each of six Congressional Districts

and one at-large. However, at present, the Commission is a seven-member quasi-judicial body
with a member from one of each of the seven Congressional Districts. S.C. Code Ann. Section

58-3-20 states, in part, that when there are seven Congressional Districts, a member representing
the Seventh Congressional District must be elected. The current version of Regulation 103-811
must be amended so that its substance is consistent with the recently amended S. C. Code Ann.
Section 58-3-20.

The Notice of Drafting regarding this regulation was published on November 22, 2013, in the
State Register.

103-811. Commissioners.

The membership of the Commission is composed of seven Commissioners, each elected by the

South Carolina General Assembly upon nomination of the State Regulation of Public Utilities
Review Committee, one from each of seven Congressional Districts, pursuant to S.C. Code Ann.
Section 58-3-20.

Beginning in 2004, the members of the Public Service Commission must be elected to

staggered terms. In 2004, the members representing the Second, Fourth, and Sixth Congressional
Districts must be elected for terms ending on June 30, 2006, and until their successors are elected



and qualify. Thereafter,membersrepresentingthe Second,Fourth,and Sixth Conwessional
Districtsmustbeelectedto termsof fouryearsanduntil theirsuccessorsareelectedandqualify.
In 2004,themembersrepresentingtheFirst,Third,andFifth ConfessionalDistrictsandthe
Stateat largemustbeelectedfor termsendingonJune30,2008,anduntil theirsuccessorsare
electedandqualify.Thereafter,membersrepresentingtheFirst,Third,andFifthCongressional
DistrictsandtheStateatlargemustbeelectedtotermsof fouryearsanduntil theirsuccessorsare
electedandqualify.Notwithstandingtheprovisionsof thisregulation,membersrepresentingthe
First,Third,andFifthCongressionalDistrictsshallserveuntil theexpirationof theirterms,andin
2013,membersrepresentingtheFirst,Third,andFifthCongressionalDistrictsmustbeelectedfor
termsendingonJune30,2016,anduntil theirsuccessorsareelectedandqualified.

In the event there are seven Congressional Districts, the member elected from the State at large
shall serve until the expiration of his term, and in 2013, a member representing the Seventh
Congressional District must be elected for a term ending on June 30, 2016, and until his successor

is elected and qualified. Thereafter, the member representing the Seventh Congressional Distric!

must be elected to terms of four years and until his successor is elected and qualified.

Fiscal Impact Statement: There will be no increased costs to the State or its political
subdivisions.

Statement of Rationale:

The substance of Regulation 103-811 currently contains language that is inconsistent with the

amended portions of S.C. Code Ann. Section 58-3-20. The rationale for proposing the

amendments to Regulation 103-811 includes conforming the language or substance of Regulation
103-811 to S.C. Code Ann. Section 58-3-20. There was no scientific or technical basis relied

upon in the development of this regulation.
